FLUID  MILK  PRICES  IN  CITY  MARKETS 

;  K)R  JULI  1941 

More  than  the  usual  seasonal  increase  was  sho-.m  Ipy.  fluid  milk  prices  from 
Jime  to  July,  the  U.  S.  ]}epartment  of  Agric>a].ture  reports.    Fourteen  cities  reported 
an  increase  of  1  cent  or  more  in  retail  prices  per  quart  from  June  to  Julj^  while  15 
cities  reported  increases  in  prices  heing  paid  producers  for  Class  I    milk.  Greater 
demand  for  flmd  milk  alon^^  with  inci*easing  competition  from  condenser ies  and  other 
manufactiiring  utilizations  for  the  milk  supplies  account  for  the  rising  prices. 

Several  cities  reported  ijicreases  iii  prices  from  June  to  July  in  the  ITew 
England  area.    Class  I  prices  rose  34  cents  per  cvrt.  in  the  fenchester,  IT.  H., 
market  and  23  cents  per  art.  in  the  llashua.  IT.  E.  market.    Both  markets  increased 
retail  prices  1  cent  per  quart.    An  increase  of  34  cents  in  the  Class  I  prices  in 
Providence,  R.  I.,  was  likev;ise  accompanied  by  a  retail  increase  of  1  cent  per  quart. 

In  the  important  ITew  York  City  Market,  Class  I  prices  were  25  cents  per  c^it. 
higher  while  the  price  per  quart  for  milk  delivered  to  homes  advanced  3  cent. 

Several  cities  showed  increases  in  the  Bast  ITorth  Central  States.  ^  In  Chicago 
retail  prices  per  quart  rose  from  14  cents  in  June  to  15  cents  in  July  v/hile  Class  I 
prices  were  as^'yet  undetermined.    A  22  cent  increase  in  Class  I  prices^per  cvrt.  in 
Colurahtis,  Ohio,  caused  an  accompanying  increase  of  1  cent  in  retail  prices  per ^ quart. 
In  South  Bend,  Ind. ,  the  increase  in  Class  I  prices  was  28  cents  and  retail  prices 
rose  from  12  cents  per  quart  in  June  to  13  cents  for  July. 

The  Kansas  City,  Kansas,  market  showed  a  price  of  $2.33  per  c:/t.  for  Class  I 
miiic  for  July,  an  increase  of  30  cents  from  June.    Retail  prices  per  o.uart  delivered 
to  homes,  however,  were  \mchanged.    Retail  prices  in  St.  Louis  rose  1  cent  per  q-uart 
while  Class  I  prices  for  Jul;'-  were  undetermined  as  yet.    At  Topeka,  ICans.  ,  prices 
for  the  2nd  half  of  Jtdy  will  rise  sharply,  Class  I  increasing  52  cents  per  art. 
and  retail  prices  advancing- 2  cents  per  quart. 

A  rise  of  32  cents  per  cirt.  in  Class  I  milk  of  4  percent  butt  erf  at  content 
occurred  in  Charleston,        Va.    This  increase  was  accompanied  by  a  1  cent  increase 
per  quart  retail.    At  Lexing-ton,  Ky. ,  the  rise  in  dealers'  buying  prices  on  a  flat 
rate  basis  was  10  cents  per  c;rt.  with  retail  prices  remaining  unclmnged.  TuLsa, 
OlcLa.  reported  a  lo-cent  increase  per  art.  in  Class  I  prices  and  a  1-cent  increase 
in  retail  prices  per  quart  delivered  to  homes. 

Price  increases  were  shovm  all  along  the  Pacific  coast.    Class  I  prices  in 
Los  Angeles  increased  11  cents  per  cwt.  and  ^  cent  per  quart  retail.    An  18-cent^ 
increase  in  the  Class  I  price  in  San  Jraiicisco  \iras  accontpanied  by  a  1-cent  rise  in 
quart  retail  prices.    The  increases  in  Class  I  prices  at  Portland,  Ore.  was  25  cents 
per  a-rt,  and  1  cent  per  quart  retail.    Class  I  prices  at  Bremerton,  VJash. ,  were  17^ 
cents  per  cwt.  higher  and  retail  prices  vrere  1  cent  higher  per  quart.    At  Seattle 
retail  prices  advanced  a  cent  per  quart  for' milk  delivered  to  homes.    Prices  for 
Class  I  milk  in  Seattle  had  already  advanced  25  cents  per  cvrt.  from  May  to  June  but 
there  \ia.s  no  change  from  June  to  July.

FLUID  MILK  PRICES  IN  CITY  MARKETS  . 

FOH  AUGUST  1941 

Atout  one-fourth  of  the  total  niom'ber  of  fluid  milk  markets  reporting  to  the  Ut  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  in  August  showed  higher  prices  than  in  July.    Although  higher  fluid 
milk  prices  in  Aug-ust  are  a  normal  seasonal  occur-rence  as  milk  production  declines  midor  the 
influence  of  hot  weather  and  gradually  drying  pastures,  such  a  large  number  of  increases  is 
unusual.    This  year,  however,  the  August  rise  was  accentuated  by  a  strong  consumer  demand  for 
fluid  milk  and  by  competition  for  milk  supplies  in  certain  areas  from  cheese  factories  and  con- 
denser ies,  the  output  of  which  is  being  expanded  under  the  national  defense  program. 

Amendments  to  the  Federal  orders  for  the  handling  of  milk  in  the  Greater  Boston  cmd 
the  Lowell-Lawrence,  I'lass.,  milk  marketing  areas  provided  for  increased  Class  1  prices  effective 
August  1,  1941.    The  increase  at  Boston  totaled  37  cents  per  cwt.  for  milk  testing  3.5  percent 
butterfat.    Coincident  with  this  increase,  other  changes  in  the  Federal  order  added  5^  cents 
per  cwt.  to  Boston  distributors'  cost.    The  increase  in  the  Class  1  prices  at  the  Lov/ell  and 
Lawrence  markets  totaled  32  cents  per  cwt.    Retail  prices  advanced  1-|-  cents  per  qua,rt  at  Boston 
and  1  cent  per  quart  at  Lawrence  arii  Lowell,    Worcester,  Mass.,  operating  -onder  a  State  order, 
raised  its  Class  1  price  27  cents  per  cwt.  on  July  23,  and  the  delivered  retail  price  1  cent 
per  quart. 

In  the  Middle  Atlantic  States,  prices  were  seasonally  higher  at  Albany,  Bingtiamton, 
New  York  City,  and  Utica,  H,  Y. ,  and  Philadelphia  and  Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.    The  increase  in  the 
Class  1  price  at  Albany  totaled  35  cents  per  cv;t,,  Binghanton  40  cents,  New  York  City  23  cents, 
and  Utica  40  cents.    Retail  prices  at  -"-Ibany,  Einghamton,  and  Utica  were  raised  1  cent  per 
quart,  and  at  New  York  City,  l/2  cent  per  quart.    At  Philadelphia,  the  Class  1  price  was  in- 
creased 32  cents  per  cwt.  on  July  25,  and  at  Wilkes-Barre,  26  cents  per  cwt.  on  July  16.  Re- 
tail prices  were  advanced  1  cent  per  quart  in  b^th  markets.    South  Atlantic  mrkets  for  which 
higher  prices  are  reported  include  Baltimore,  Md, ,  Wilmington,  Del.,  and  Wheeling,  W,  Va. 
The  Class  1  price  at  Baltimore  was  raised  29  cents  per  cwt»,  Wilmington  32  cents,  and  Wheeling 
30  cents  per  cwt.  (July  14).    Retail  prices  were  up  1  cent  per  quart  in  all  three  cities.  The 
Class  1  price  at  Charleston,  W,  Va.,  however,  dropped  14  cents  per  cwt.,  one-half  of  its  gain 
of  the  previous.. ttohtii, and  the  retail  price  1  cent  per  quart,  all  of  its  previous  month's  gain. 

South  Central  States  markets  to  show  higher  Aug'ast  1  prices  were  Mobile,  Ala.,  and 
New  Orleans,  La.    The  Mobile  Class  1  price  was  raised  45  cents  per  cvrt.,  sind  the  retail  price 
2  cents  per  quart.    The  Class  1  price  at  New  Orleans  was  advanced  35  cents  per  cwt.,  aiid  the 
retail  price  1  cent  per  quart. 

In  the  North  Central  States,  higher  prices  were  reported  at  Qaincy,  111.;  Cleveland, 
Cpnton,  and  Dayton,  Ohio;  Beloit  and  Oshkosh,  Wis.;  Iowa  City,  la.;  and  Winona,  Minn.  The 
Class  1  price  at  Quincy  was  raised  30  cents  per  cwt.,  at  Cleveland  35  cents.  Canton  30  cents 
(July  16),  Dayton  22  cents  (July  IS) ,  Beloit  27  cents,  Oshkosh  25  cents  (July  16),  Burlington, 
la,,  30  cents.,  Iowa  City  23  cents,  and  Winona  23  cents.    Retail  prices  in  all  the  foregoing 
markets  were  advanced  1  cent  per  quart  except  at  Quincy,  where  they  were  advariced  2  cents  per 
quart,  and  at  Iowa  City,  where  they  were  unchanged. 

In  the  Mountain  and  Pacific  Coast  regions,  the  flat  price  paid  for  all  milk  by  distri- 
butors at  Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  was  increased  35  cents  per  cwt.,  and  the  retail  price  2  cents 
per  quart.    At  Denver,  Colo.,  the  Class  1  price  v/as  ra,ised  16  cents  per  cwt.,  with  retail  price 
unchanged;  at  Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  the  Class  1  price  15  cents  per  cwt,,  and  the  retail  price 
1/2  cent  per  quart;  at  Sax^ta  Barbara,  Calif.,  the  Class  1  price  17  cents  per  cwt.,  and  the 
retail  price  1  cent  per  quart;  and  at  San  Diego,  Calif.,  the  increase  in  Class  1  price  was 
18  cents  per  cwt.,  and  the  retail  price  1  cent  per  quart. 

Total  milk  production  on  August  1  was  the  largest  of  record  for  that  date,  and 
7  to  8  percent  larger  than  on  the  same  da.te  la,st  year.    High  prices  for  all  milk  products  has 
encouraged  supplementary  feeding  in  areas  where  pastures  have  been  cut  short  by  drought  and 
high  temperat^'ores.    Although  milk  markets  genera,lly  have  been  able  to  get  sufficient  milk  for 
their  needs,  it  has  been  done  by  higher  prices  to  prevent  too  large  a  diversion  into  the  pro- 
duction of  evaporated  milk  and  cheese.

FLUID  MILK  PRICES  IN  CITY  ^^f^rjs 

FCE  S^TWBm  1941 

Fluid  milk  prices  in  September  shewed  further  strength  v/ith  advances  recorded  in 
numerous  iriixrkets  in  addition  to  those  that  showed  for  Aug'ast.     In  nearly  ha,lf  of 

the  markets  from  vfhich  the  Department  of  Agrictilture  obtains  reports,  the  price  of  milk 
for  city  distribution  has  incre'^se^  in  one  of  these  two  months.    This  year  the  rising  costs 
of  production,  the  keen  comretition  furnished  by  outlets  for  manufacturing  milk,  find  the 
greater  purchasing  power  of  consumers  have  given  added  impetus  to  advances  tha.t  normally 
occur  with  declining  production  at  this  season  of  the  year. 

Dealers'  average  buying  prices  for  3.5  percent  milk  used  for  city  distribution  as 
milk  and  cream  rose  from  $2.40  per  100  pounds  in  August  to  $2.45  in  September,  the  highest 
price  for  any  month  since  January  1S31,    Howevt-r,   the  incr-oase  of  12  percent  over  prices  in 
September  a.  year  ago  was  much  less  thnn  that  shown  by  prices  of  milk  and  crsfim  used  for 
manufacturing  purposes,    feny  retail  price  increoses  were  also  in  evidence  with  neaxly  a 
fifth  of  the  markets  reporting  increases  of  a,  cent  or  more  per  quart  since  early  August. 

Individual  me.rkets  in  the  eastern  pnrt  of  t;,;o  country  showing  higher  milk  prices  in 
September  included  Pittsbxargh  and  Mcl'eesport ,  Pa.> ,  v;hcre  Class  1  prices  of  3*5  percent  milk 
advanced  32  cents  per  hundred  poundso    The  new  price  in  these  markets  w-as  effective  in  mid- 
Aug'ust  and  was  accompanied  by  a  l-cent-p-jr-quart  increase  in  price  of  retail  milk.  At 
Buffalo,  I^I.Yo,  Class  1  prices  for  Septenher  ^^^ere  up  40  cents  per  cwt,,  and  at  Washington, 
D.  C,  a  similar  price  irjcrease  ceca.me  effective  Septcm.ber  6.    Retail  prices  in  both  markets 
were  also  up  1  cent,  with  home-del  ivored  milk  selling  for  15  cents  per  q-uart.     In  Roanoke, 
Va.,  a  September  increase  of  39  cents  iii  the  Class  1  price  was  a.ccom.panicd  by  an  increase 
of  1  cent  x^er  quart  in  tne  retail  price.     In  a  number  of  other  markets  in  ths  East  and 
Northeast,  incluimg  botn  Mew  York  City  and  Boston,  hearings  relative  to  price  increases 
are  either  ui'ider  way  or  in  prospect,  Wxth  no  chaiiges  in  prices  for  September  yet  ar^nounced, 

I'larkets  in  the  Horth  Central  region  where  milk  prices  advanced,  included  Chicago,  the 
second  largest  fluid  ma,rket  in.  the  couritry,  v;ith  retail  prices  up  1-^;  cents  per  quart  for 
home-del ivered  milk  and  1  to  1^  cents  at  stores.    The  September  Class  1  price  of  milk,  de- 
fined by  the  marketing  agreement  formula,  is  not  yet  available,  but  a.  chfaige  in  the  basis 
for  determining  the  price  effective  September  6  is  certain  to  result  in  soise  increase.  In 
St»  Louis,  Ko.,   and  Duluth,  Minn,,  September  retail  prices  advanced  a  cent,  i\rith  Class  1 
prices  defined  by  formula  not  yjt  available,     Detroit,  Mich»,  Des  Moines,   Iowa,  and.  Kansas 
City,  Mo.,  shewed  increases  in 'prices,  ranging  from  20  to  30  cents  per  100  pounds,,  accom- 
panied by  a  1-cent-per-quart  rise  in  retp.il  price.     In  Cincinna,tit  Ohio,  a  Class  1  price 
increase  of  23  cents,  brought  about  by  irjcreased  premiums,  became  effective  Au^iust  11,  and 
retail  prices  were  up  1  cent.     In  Orai^i  Rapids,  Mich,,  and  D>tyton,  Ohio,  retail  miilk  prices 
remained  unchanged,  although  small  increases  in  Cla.S3  1  prices  for  September  were  reported. 

In  the  South,  September  increases  in  the  flat  price  of  milk  bought  by  fluid  distri- 
butors werrj  recorded    at  Lexington,  Ky. ,  Oklahou^a  City  and  Tulsa,  Ok;j.a, ,  and  El  Paso,  Tex., 
with  the  latter  tv;o  markets  also  having  a.  higher  retail  price.     In  the  ¥est,  the  sharpest 
increase  among  the  markets  reporting  occurred  at  Portland,  Ore.,  ^\rhGre  an  advance  of  52 
cents  per  100  pounds  iij.  the  Class  1  price  for  Septemibor  v/as  a.ccompar..ied  by  a  2-cent  rise  in 
retail  prices.

nuid  milk  markets  continue  to  Toe  fGat-arod  l>y  rising  prices,  the  U.  S.  Dopart- 
racnt  of  Agriculture  reports.    Thirty-four  of  the  110  markets  reporting  to  the  De- 
partment's Agricultural  Marketing  Service  in  October  showed  prices  higher  than  a 
month  oarlieri    Ap-Droximatcly  three- fourths  of  the  total  nujutor  of  markets  normally 
reporting  to  the  Service  have  now  raised  prices  eith,or  to  producers  or  consumers,  or 
both,  sometime  during  the  3  months  of  August,  September,  and  Octohcr. 

■  '     Part  of  the  recent  increases  in  fluid  milk  prices  may  he  classified  as  season- 
al —  reflecting  declining  production  and  high  production  costs  as  cows  are  gradu- 
ally changed  over  from  pastures  and  soiling  crops  to  harn  feeding  —  but  the  major 
part  are  the  res^jlts  of  other  than  seasonal  factors.     These  include  such  items  as 
higher  feed  and  labor  costs.     There  also  has  been  keen  competition  for  milk  supplies 
for  use  in  dairy  products  whose  production  is  being  expanded  because  of  require- 
ments under  the  Lend-Leo.se  Act  for  export.    During  the  first  8  months  of  1941,  for 
example,  the  production  of  evaporated  milk  and  American  cheddar  cheese  —  two  prod- 
ucts on  which  major  emphasis  is  being  placed— increased  14  percent  and  18.4  percent, 
respectively,  over  the  corresponding  output  of  1940, 

Fluid  milk  markets  reporting  higher  prices  in  October  or  late  September  are 
too  nurrcrous  to  mention,  but  some  measure  of  the  extent  of  such  rises  may  be  gained 
by  a  comparison  of  the  United  States  or  regional  average.     For  example,  the  United 
States  October  average  of  -prices  paid' -producers  for  milk  used  for  fluid  consump- 
tion, judged  by  reports  from  approximately  110  markets,  is  expected  to  be  arornid 
$2.5&per  cwt.  for' milk  testing  3;5  percen't.    This  average  will  be  a  gain  of  7 
cents  per  cwt.  over  the  average  of  September  this  year,  and  36  cents  per  cwt.,  or 
17  percent,  over  the  October  average  of  last  year. 

Regional  changes  in  October  show  some- variation  from  the  United  States  aver- 
age, pr'imarily  because  markets  in  some  areas  raised  their  prices  principally  in 
either  September  or  August.    An  example  of  this  is  the  New  England  States  which  in 
August  reported  an  average  increase  of  14  cents  per  cwt,,  no  change  in  September, 
and  an  increase  of  1  cent  in  October. 

The  largest  average  increase  to  producers  for  milk  designated  for  fluid  con- 
sumption in  October  for  any  area  was  that  reported  for  the  West  South  Central 
States.,    The  average  of  $2.27  cants  per  cwt.  was    14  cents  higher  than  the  Septem- 
ber average,  and- 37  cents  higher  than  the  October  1940,  average.     The  Middle 
Atlantic  States  showed  a  gain  of  8  cents  per  cwt.  over  their  September  average;  the 
East  North  Central  States,  6  cents;  the  West  North  Central  States,  8  cents;  the 
South  Atlantic  States,  10  cents;  the  East  South  Central  States,  12  cents;  the  Moun- 
tain States,  4  cents;  and  the  Pacific  Coast '  States ,  4  cents.. 

Retail  prices  have  tended  to  keep  pace  with  the  increases  in  prices  paid  pro- 
a.ucers.    The  October  retail  average  of  25  representative  cities  was  13,74  cents 
per  quart  for  home  delivery.     This  is  an  increase  of  .15  cent  per  quart  over  the 
September  average,  and  about  1-3/4  cents  per  quart,  or  14  percent, ^ over  the  October 
average  of  last  year.    Prices  in  some  markets,  due  to  local  conditions,  have  in- 
creased considerably  more  than  the  national  average,  while  in  other  m.arkets  the 
increases  as  yet  have  been  rather  small.

Dealers'  "buying  prices  of  nilk  used  for  cit^/  distriTDution 
advanced  6  cents  per  100  pounds  fror.i  OctolDcr  to  lJoven'"er,  the  l^argest  gain  for  the 
;.ionth  since  192-1,    Novenher  Diiying  prices  averaged  $2.66  per  100  pounds  for  3»5 
percent  nilk,   the  highest  for  the  ncnth  since  1930, 

Prices  of  milk  for  fluid  use  as  rdlk  and  crean,  ho\7evcr,'  v/ere  still  relativel; 
low  ccnparod  to  latest  a.vailahle  prices  of  other  nilk  ciiid  crean  sold  "by  farmers. 
The  Kovenher  x^rice  of  nilk  for  fluid  use  was  only  24. percent  ahove  the  1930-39  aver- 
age for  the  3ar.:e  month,  cotiparod  v;ith  58  percent  aoove  average  for  milk  bought  hy 
conienseries  in  Septemher,  72  -oercent  above  average  for  nilk  sold  to  cheese  facto- 
ries by  Wisconsin  farmers  in  September,  and  34  percent  for  butterfat  sold  by  United 
States  farmers  in  October, 

Retail  prices  paid  by  consumers  for  bottled  nilk  were  olso  on  the  upgrade, 
with  nearly  a  fourth  of  the  m.arkets  reT:.'Orting  advances  fromi  l/2  cent  to  2  cents  per 
qvB.Tt  in  Icate  October  or  for  ITovember,     Milk  delivered  to  hom.es  in  single  quart 
containers  at  25  leading  m.arkets  averaged  13.94  cents  per  quart,  the  hi,ghest  for 
i'lovember  since  1920.     Hov;ever,  because  of  the  recent  trend  tov.'ard  multiple  vxilx,  con- 
tainers and  store  sales  of  m.ilk  at  somewhat  lov/er  prices,   consiojners  as  a  whole  have 
not  felt  the  full  influence  of  the  increase  in  prices  indicated  by  this  comparison. 

The  sharpest  price  rises  re-ported  for  individual  ri.a,rkets  vrere  appe.rent  in

ville,  Ela,,  and  47  cents  at  Mlani.     Retc?.il  prices  at  these  three  markets  advanced 
2  cents  per  qu£?j:t  for  home  delivered  nilk.     Southern  riarkets  reporting  retciil  price 
increa.ses  of  1  cent  per  q-ioart,  along  with  o,dvances  of  23  to  35  cents  per  100  pomds 
in  dealers'  buyir.g  prices,   included  Macon,  G-a, ,  Tulsa,  Okla.  ,  0klahom;a  City,  Okla. , 
and  El  Paso,  Tex.    Little  Rock,  Arkansas,  reported  a,n  increase  of  17^5  cents  per 
cwt.   in  dealers'  buying  prices  for  3.5  :oerccnt  m.ilk,  ojid  Houston,  Texas,   35  cents. 

In  the  northeast,  a  few  moderate  increases  in  dealers'  buying  -prices  included 
25  cents  -per  cwt,  at  Boston,   the  Lovrell-Lawrence  area  in  Masso.chusetts ,  ojid  Wilkes— 
Barre,  Pa,    Retail  prices  advanced  l/2  cent  per  quaxt  at  Boston,  1  cent  at  Lowell- 
Lawrence,  but  showed  no  change  at  T3"ilkes-Earre.     Increases  of  1  cent  in  retail  r;ricc 
vvere  reported  at  Reading,  Pa.,  and  ITew-port,  R.I.,  with  buying  prices  not  available, 
*»-t  iJev;  York  City,  a  l/2  cent  per  quart  increase  broiight  the  price  of  single  qusirt 
containers  delivered  to  horios  up  to  17  cents,  the  highest  price  since  JaiiLioa-y  1921, 

In  the  ITorth  Central  s,rea,  increases  in  dealers''  buying  price  of  nilk  for 
fluid  use  included  35  cents  per  cv/t,  at  iilcron,  Ohio,   30  cents  at  Canton,  Ohio, 
(effective  IJovenber  6),  25  cents  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  o,nd  24  cents  at  Evoiisville, 
India.na.

Eluid  milk  prices  continue  to  rise,  "but  at  a  somewhat  slower  pace,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  reports  in  its  December  survey  of  the  principal  fluid  milk 
markets.    Of  109  markets  covered,  21  reported  prices  higher  than  in  the  preceding 
month  compared  to  31  markets  reporting  rises  in  Novemlicr,  37  in  Octoher,  and  24  in 
Septomhcr,     To  some  extent,  this  is  the  usual  seasonal  pattern,  as  prices  ordinarily 
"begin  to  rise  in  late  summer  when  milk  production  drops  off  and  reaches  a  peak  in 
JanuarjT-  or  Eetruary  when  milk  production  is  on  the  upgrade.     The  rise  this  year, 
however,  has  "been  accentuated  "by  consiimcrs'  increased  purchasing  power,  the  lend- 
lease  program,  and  generally  rising  prices. 

In  S5  of  the  leading  markets,  average,  retail  prices  of  milk,  doorstep  delivery, 
averaged  14,05  cents  per  quart  in  oa^^ly  DecemlDor.    'This  is  the  highest  retail  aver- 
age for  any  month  since  Decemher,  1920,  when  it  was  15,78  cents  per  quart,  and  was 
1.85  cents  per  quart  higher  than  the  Decomhcr  average  of  last  year.     The  average 
likely  will  go  slightly  higher  "before  the  end  of  the  month  \fhen  additional  increases 
already  scheduled  go  into  effect. 

The  average  price  to  producers  for  Class  1  in  early  Decom'ber  v/as  $2,70  per  cwt, 
for  3,5  percent  hufeterfat,  a  gain  of  4  cents  per  cwt.  over  the  Novem"ber  average,  and 
46  cents  per  cwt,  over  the  Dcccnher,  1940,  average.     It  was  also  the  higliest  monthly 
average  for  any  month  since  Septem"ber,  1930,  and  the  highest  Decem"ber  average  since 
1929,     The  largest  gain  over  the  November  Class  1  average  was  reported  for  the  New 
England  States — 14  cents  per  cwt, —  and  the  Pacific  Coast  States  had  the  largest 
gain  over  Decen"ber  last  year — 74  ^  cents  per  cwt. 

Markets  reporting  higher  Decen'ber  prices  wer^  widely  scattered  and  represented 
practically  all  areas.     In  the  New  England  States,  Worcester,  Ifcss,,  reported  an 
increase  of  37  cents  per  cwt,  to  producers  on  Class  1  milk  as  of  November  15  and  a 
retail  increase  of  1  cent  per  quart.    An  amendment  to  the  Eall  River,  Mass.,  market- 
ing order  increased  the  Class  1  price  53  cents  per  cwt.  on  December  3.    No  informa- 
tion is  yet  available  on  changes  in  retail  prices.    At  Manchester,  N.H, ,  the  Class  1 
price  to  producers  was  raised  23  cents  per  cwt,,  and  the  retail  price  1  cent  per 
quart.    An  increase  of  1  cent  a  quart  in  the  retail  price  at  Nashua,  N,H, ,  was  re- 
ported, but  the  Class  1  price  has  so  far  remained  unchanged.    Other  New  Enjglahd 
market  areas  to  report  higher  prices  r/ere  Hartford  and  New  Haven,  Conn,,  with  Class 
1  price  35  cents  per  cwt,  higher,  and-  the  retail  price  up  1  cent  per  quart.  On 
November  15,  the  Class  1  price  at  Burlington,  Vt.,  v;as  raised  30  cents  per  cwt., 
and  the  retail  price  1  cent  per  quart.
